PARKS,  PONDS  AND  WOODLANDS 


Wheel  right  Park 

Cohasset.  Entrance  on  No.  Main 
Street.  80  acres  for  hiking  and  pic- 
nicking. 

Whitney  and  Tnayer  Woods 
Cohasset  and  Hlr.gham  bordering 
Wompatuck  State  Park.  Entrance  op- 
posite Sohier  St.  from  Rte.  3A.  Free. 
698-2066. 

Standlsh  Monument  and  State  Park 
Duxbury.  Captain’s  Hill  Rd.,  off  Stan- 
dlsh St.  Wood  hillside  Is  open  for 
picnicking  during  the  summer 
months  until  dark.  The  Myles  Stan- 
dlsh Monument  In  the  park  is  116 
feet  from  the  foundation  to  the  para- 
pet. 

Luddam's  Ford 

Elm  St.,  Hanover.  The  historic  site  of 
factories  and  forges.  Now  conserva- 
tion land  for  fishing  and  picnicking. 

Conservation  Lands 
Hanover.  110  acres  off  King  St.  and 
8 acres  off  Circuit  St.,  near  Pleasant 
St.  Trails  for  walking,  horseback  ri- 
ding and  bird  watching. 

Bare  Cove  Park 

Hingham.  Enter  from  Beal  St.,  clo- 
ses at  sunset.  A portion  of  the  old 
Ammunition  Depot  on  the  Back  Ri- 
ver, this  park  is  dedicated  to  cons- 
serve  the  tranquility  of  a salt  estuary 
for  public  education  and  enjoyment. 
Hiking,  fishing. 

Town  Forest 

Hingham,  at  Charles  and  Pleasant 
Sts.  Free.  Beautiful  pine  forest  for 
hikes,  and  nature  walks. 

Triphammer  Pond 
Hingham.  Entrance  from  Union  or 
Leavitt  St.  Free.  Pond  and  wooded 
area  with  footpaths  and  ruins  of  an 
old  mill.  Hiking  and  fishing. 

Wompatuck  State  Reservation 
Hingham.  Entrance  from  Union  St. 
749-7160.  In  Its  sixth  year  of  opera- 
tion, development  is  still  planned  for 
the  2700-acre  site.  Activities  now  in- 
clude use  of  450  Type  I campsites, 
fishing,  hiking,  horseback  riding, 
hunting  and  recreational  vehicle 
use. 

World's  End 

Hingham.  Entrance  at  the  end  of 
Martin's  Lane,  off  Summer  St.  10 
a.m.-5  p.m,  weather  permitting.  $1 
per  person  15  years  old  or  over.  698- 
2066.  On  this  peninsula  jutting  into 
Hingham  Bay,  tree-lined  drives  and 
open  fields  are  available  for  walking, 
nature  study,  scenic  viewing  and 
fishing. 

Bumpkin  and  Grape  Islands 
(part  of  Boston  Harbor  Islands  State 
Park),  Hingham  Bay.  Apply  to  the  De- 
partment of  Environmental  Manage- 
ment, Wompatuck  State  Reserva- 
tion, 746-7160. 

Vetemns  Memorial  Park 
Marshfield  at  the  intersections  of 
139  and  Rte.  3A.  Built  on  the  site  of 


an  old  mill,  this  park  is  beautifully 
landscaped  and  the  site  for  many 
wedding  pictures. 

Cornhill  Woodland 
Marshfield.  Entrance  from  Cornhill 
Lane  and  Union  St.  Free.  83-acre 
wooded  area  with  view  of  North  Ri- 
ver. On  half-mile  of  marked  trails. 
Suitable  for  hiking  and  picnics. 

Cherry  Hill  and  Slaughter's  Reser- 
vation 

Marshfield,  behind  Recreation  Cent- 
er on  Webster  St.  Free.  A pond, 
marsh  and  woods  make  up  the  83 
acre  site.  Excellent  for  bird-watching 
— rails,  herons,  egrets,  wrens  and 
ducks. 

Albert  F.  Norris  Reservation 
Norwell.  Enter  from  Dover  St.  just 
South  of  Norwell  Center.  Open  until 
sunset.  Free.  698-2066.  Stretching 
half  a mile  along  the  salt  marsh  of 
the  North  River,  this  reserve  con- 
tains the  site  of  a grist  and  saw  mill 
built  by  John  Bryant  in  1690.  A small 
mill  pond  and  beautiful  pine  forest; 
suitable  for  nature  study,  fishing,  hi- 
king. 

Horace  T.  Fogg  Resen/e 
Norwell.  Entrances  on  Main  and 
Central  Sts.  About  a mile  of  hiking 
trails  leading  to  Black  Pond  Brook. 
Picnicking  allowed. 

Jacob's  Pond  Property 
Norwell.  Accessible  from  Jacob’s 
Lane.  The  pond  itself  can  be  reach- 
ed from  Main  St.  Several  miles  of 
trails  and  cedar  swamp  border  the 
pond.  Open  for  hiking,  limited  boat- 
ing. 

Stetson  Meadows 
Norwell,  off  Stetson  Shrine  Lane. 
Open  all  year,  free.  A path  at  the  end 
of  a dead-end  road  near  the  Express- 
way leads  to  a quiet  and  attractive 
wooded  area.  Hiking,  nature  obser- 
ving, and  family  picnicking. 

Pembroke  Herring  Run  and  Park 
Pembroke  on  Rte.  24  west,  off  53.  A 
small  area  with  parking  facilities 
borders  the  stream  in  which  herring 
run  annually  in  late  April  or  May. 

Myles  Standlsh  State  Forest 
Plymouth  and  Carver,  Rtes.  3, 44  and 
58.  866-2526.  Over  12,000  acres  of 
forest  containing  475  campsites  and 
5 group  sites  (available  on  a first 
come  basis).  Picnic  areas  at  College 
Pond  and  Fearing  Pond  with  tables, 
fireplaces,  a bathhouse  and  conces- 
sion stand.  Swimming,  boating,  fish- 
ing, hiking,  horse  trails,  hunting  and 
recreational  vehicle  trails. 

Cushing  Memorial  State  Park 
Scltuate,  Rte.  3A.  Scenic  viewing 
and  recreational  vehicles. 

Sherman  Park 

Scltuate.  Entrance  Is  on  Rte.  3A 
south  of  First  Parish  Rd.  Picnic 
area  and  large  play  space  for  child- 
ren and  adults.  Attractive  walks.
